Louisiana, the first of the states 
to hold a primary, calls for special 
treatment because the situation which 
existed there under the dictatorship of 
the late Senator Huey P. Long has 
since changed. While five of the 
state’s eight sitting congressmen, all 
democrats, were defeated for renomi- 


nation, New Deal issues did not fig- 
ure in the election as regards their 
individual campaigns. It was merely 
a matter of Long and anti-Long forces 
battling it out, with President Roose- 
velt taking no part in the contest be- 
yond the indirect influence of the 
knowledge that there was no love lost 
between him and the colorful sena- 
tor. 

Though still dominant in its control 
of Louisiana affairs, the old Long ma- 
chine has now come over to support 
of the Roosevelt regime, so that the 
defeat of the five con en de- 
mands a separate consideration from 
the others. 

If there is any lesson to be read 
from the primary returns it is that the 
democratic voters of the nation, or 
those participating in democratic pri- 
maries, are standing back of the con- 
gressional legislators who supported 
the chief executive during tie turbu- 
lent period of the past few years. 

Otherwise the country would have 
witnessed a growing numBer of dis- 
senters sweeping in over the incum- 
bents on issues unfavorable to the ad- 
ministration. Undoubtedly some of the 
nominations were contested on this 
basis, but the fact that only seven sit- 
ting democrats, exclusive of Louisi- 
ana’s unique delegation, have been re- 
turned thus far speaks for itself. 

What is true of the house members 
is equally true of the senate, again 
eliminating Louisiana, where Senator 
Long won despite the hostility of the 
administration. Aside from Long, five 
democratic senators haye faced the 
voters of their states already this 
year—Lewis, of Illinois; Bankhead, of 
Alabama; Bulow, of South Dakota; 
Neely, of West Virginia, and Bailey, 
of North Carolina. All of them have 
been renominated. 


Only two of them faced spirited op- 
position, Senator Bailey on the score 
that he had not been as wholesome in 
his support of the New Deal as some 
thought he might; he won by a not too 
comfortable majority. Senator Neely 
was heatedly —* by the youthful 
junior Senator Holt of the same state 
because of his defense of administra- 
tion agencies in West Virginia. Neely 
won by a landslide. 


As an added factor in the situation, 
the democratic registration lists have 
been swelled to a greater extent this 
year than ever before, with such nor- 
mally republican states as California, 
for example, actually reversing the fig- 
ures for the last presidential election 
year, 1932, when several hundred thou- 
sand more voters registered themselves 
as republicans than democrats. 


In the light of the congressional 
picture .as thts given, the recent 
claims of John Hamilton, of Kansas, 
the youthful newly elected chairman 
of the republican national committee, 
about Mr. Roosevelt being conceded 
only six states hits a new mark for 
political optimism. 


Chairman Hamilton has evidently 
set about to outdo Chairman James 
A. Farley, of the democratic national 
committee, in 1982. But then Mr. 
Farley’s forecast proved accurate and 
was supported by the various polls 
and acknowledged trends of the day. 

There is no such encouragement #o 
support Chairman Hamilton’s claims 
today. On the other hand, the re- 
verse is more evident, measured by 
the steady gain in Roosevelt pop- 


ularity as reflected by the polls of| 


the American Institute of Public 
Affairs and the consensus of observ- 
ers who have made the preliminary 
rounds of the states already. 

So preposterous are the Kansan’s 
claims in behalf of the republican 
Ege prone Sm nominee, Governor Alf 
M. Landon, that some political wag 
has suggested the excitement of his 
successful ay at Cleveland may 
have caused his tongue to become 
twisted in giving utterance to such 
profound optimism. 

Certainly, as the political experts 
take it, his figures would have car- 
ried earmarks of more accuracy if 
Chairman Hamilton, with more mod- 
esty, had conceded his ticket six 
states at the start. 

Democratic Chieftain Farley still 
clings to his assertion that President 
Roosevelt. will have more electoral 
votes this year than in 1932. though 
conceding for a while that the num- 
ber of states may not be as large.

Lemke announced the new party in 
Washington and proposed a 15-point 
program which Father Coughlin ap- 
proved.

A blistering sun cetitered its June 
fury near the geo . 4 of 
America Friday while ool north 
breezes and heavy rains snapped. a 
prolonged heat wave in other sec- 
tions of the countryi 

The mercury boiled up te 107 de- 
grees in Kansas City during the aft- 
ernoon. Readings of 100 degrees and 
higher were ordinary in issouri, 
Kansas and Oklahoma. 

The abnormal heat continued north- 
ward with lessening intensify and else- 
where temperatures generally were be- 
low their June normals. 

Rains ranging from one to four 
inches broke a 70-day drouth in the 
southeast, but came too late to save 
millions of dollars in sun-seared crops. 

Further heat record assaults were 
reported in Oklahoma, where readings 
of 100 to 108 degrees were general 
Thursday. There was no immediate 
ange of rain in the state. 

Shicago, however, was comparative- 
ly cool, with a noon thermometer 
reading of 65 degrees. Scattered show- 
ers in Ohio washed away the heat 
there after one death had been re- 
ported.

proposed by Mayor Key. 

Text of his announcement follows: 

“May I take this opportunity to 
thank the hosts of friends who have 
urged me to run for mayor, and ex- 
press to them my deep appreciation of 
their confidence in me, and by way 
of explanation state that I feel it my 
duty to remain in council for another 
term where those familiar with the fi- 
nancial and economical program will 
be greatly needed due to a reduction 
in the size of council. | 


“I am serving the third year of a 
four-year term as alderman of the 
ninth ward, and realizing the sacred- 
ness of the trust reposed in me by the 
voters of Atlanta, I have tried sin- 
cerely to render a reasonable service 
and predicate my candidacy for a new 
term upon my stewardship of the past 
three years. I have served on the fol- 
lowing committees: Finance, streets, 
sanitary, ordinance, board of zoning 
appeals, board of firemaster: benevol- 
ence and pensions, insurance and 
printing, having served as chairman 
of the following committees: Relief, 
ordinance and zoning appeals, there- 
fore I feel that I am qualified to rep- 
resent my constituency in an honest 
and intelligent manner. 

“I have tried at all times to be 
fearless and courageous in the per- 
formance of my duties, having attend- 
ed every meeting of council, save one, 
since my election and at the present 
time am serving as provisional mayor 
pro tem. I have faithfully attended 
every committee. meeting unless prov- 
identially hindered, realizing the nec- 
essity of making the necessary sacri- 
fice if I would be a faithful servant.

LONDON, June 19.—(4)—William 
G. A. Ormsby-Gore, colonial secretary, 
told the house of commons today 84 
persons had been killed in recent dis- 
orders in Palestine. | 
He tabulated the casualties as: 
Mohammedans, 42 killed; 109 se- 
riously injured; 275 slightly injured. 
Jews, 38 killed; 65 seriously injur- 
ed; 8&4 slightly injured. 
Christians, 4 killed; 24 seriously in- 
jured; 54 slightly injdred. 
The Christian casualties included 
one British constable killed and three 
others seriously injured, as well as 
five British police officers and 19 con- 
stables slightly injured. ‘Five British 
soldiers have been slightly injured. 
The daily average attacks by guns 
in Palestine has run from 10 to 15. 
Attacks on roads and railways have 
averaged eight daily. There have been 
from five. to ten bombings daily and 
an equal number of attacks on tele- 
phones and telegraph installations.

Along with this news comes the an- 
nouncement that some of the black 
shirt legions who distinguished them- 
selves on the famous walk from As- 
mara to Addis Ababa are to have the 
initials of Christ engraved upon their 
regimental colors apd carry “on fu- 
ture expeditions” small statues of 
Jesus in the same manner as the hop- 
lites of Caesar bore the eagles of 
Rome in their vanguard on tours of 
conquest. The innovation is interest- 
ing because it shows that the Duce 
is pursuing his imperial dream not 
only in the realm of international poli- 
tics, but has also an eye for the small!- 
er and more picturesque details of 
ancient pomp. Another Roman con- 
queror who was also a pagan in his 
youth, Constantine the Great, fasten- 
ed the emblem of the cross to his 
banners after a miraculous 
sign from heaven at the Milvian 
bridge. That incident is generally re- 
garded as a decisive moment in the 
triumph of Christianity over the an- 
cient world. Some, however, hold that 
Christianity’s fall dates from the very 
hour that Constantine became a con- 
vert, 

A constitution has been drawn up 
for the new Italian empire in Africa. 
Under this constitution the natives 
will have absolute religious freedom, 
it is said. This does not take away 
the fact that so large a number of 
Catholic missionaries are getting ready 
to evangelize Galla, Asmaric, Dankali 
and Somali, that the Abuna, or head 
of the church of Ethiopia, has sent a 
pathetically-worded appeal to the pa- 
triarch in Alexandria “to save our 
holy Coptic religion and the peoples 
of Ethiopia from the Roman heresy.” 


England Sees 
President Re-elected. 


Political observers representing lead- 
ing English newspapers in the United 
States of America are unanimous in 
their prognosis ‘on the presidential elec- 
tion this year. They see Mr. Roosevelt 
re-elected. Everything points to the 
President’s re-election with a good 
margin to spare, says the Manchester 
Guardian. “Six months ago it looked 
as if it might be a real fight. But 
the President has an extraordinary 
knack of recovering lost ground, or 
ground reputed to be lost, when elec- 
tion day arrives. He swept into of- 
fice in 1982 with an unprecedented 
vote. After he had been a year or 
so in office, and the “national recov- 
ery” plan was disappointing many of 
his friends, he was thought to have 
suffered a loss in popularity. But 
the congressional elections in 1934 
showed him stronger than ever. 

Last year, too, there was much 
talk of “Roosevelt slipping’ and the 
usually accurate “straw votes” of the 
Literary Digest indicated that he 
mizht possibly be defeated. But the 
voting in the “primary” elections, 
which in many cases are held to show 
whom the members of each party want 
as their candidate, gave just the op- 
posite impression. Although the demo- 
cratic primaries were little more than 
a formality. the number of registered 
democrats taking part in them was 
much larger than the number of re- 
publicans, even in states where the re- 
publicans usually expect a big ma- 
jority. It seems most likely therefore, 
that the President will enjoy a walk- 
over in the convention and a sub-: 
stantial majority in the election in 


November.”

Correspondent complains that it is 
difficult to get a ticket, program, 
street car transfer or even a news- 
paper without being contaminated by 
the vendor's saliva, thanks to the uni- 
versal habit. of meistening thumb or 
finger with saliva to handle such 
things. 

In my opinion spitting on the street, 
the floor or on the hand to facilitate 
turning a page is insignificant so far 
as public health is concerned. If 1 
were king I’d do away with all ordi- 
nances or regulations against spitting, 
except one which the worst offend 
ers would most resent, namely: “Doe 
Not Spit in My Face.” That is pre- 
cisely what the majority of nice, re- 
fined, educated, polite people do when 
they have what they please to call a 
“cold.” They insist on the right to 
converse with friends or to keep up 
and about their ordinary work or 
play, which involves more or less talk- 
ing with companions, customers, 
clients, pupils, employes at close range. 
During polite conversation there is 
given off from nose and’ mouth a 
moisture spray composed largely of 
invisibly fine droplets of moisture but 
droplets which may contain great 
numbers of the germs of whatever 
disease the individual happens to be 
coming down with.

few seconds or minutes. Ordinary 
soap and water cleanliness is pretty 
good protection against this hazard. 
But no such cleanliness offers the 
slightest bar to everyday respiratory 
infection by the direct route, conver- 
sational spray. Here is the source of 
at least three-fourths of all the illness 
physicians attend. Not casual contact 
with soiled or contaminated doorknobs, 
telephone transmitters, chair arms, 
hanging straps—these may be sources 
of ringworm, scabies and other con- 
tagious diseases, but not of everyday 
infections. 

I believe shaking hands is not at all 
dangerous in itself, provided one dis- 
ciplines oneself to avoid putting fing- 
ers to mouth without first washing 
the hands. But to shake hands with 
any one you must come within five- 
foot conversational spray range, and 
the germ-laden spray gets you while 
you are performing the rite.

‘ports Outline State Milk 
Needs. 


EATONTON, Ga., June 19.—P)— 
Farmers and agricultural leaders 
from throughout middle Georgia re- 
viewed the growth of the dairy indus- 
try here today. 

An all-day meeting, sponsored by 
the Putnam county farm board, at- 
tracted stock raisers and farm. experts 
here where the dairy industry has de- 
veloped rapidly during recent years. 

Dr. Milton P. Jarnagin, head of the 
animal husbandry division of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia College of Agricul- 


ture, was one of several experts who 

addressed a gathering of dairymen.

Five Gold Hunters Who St 
Lose Boat in Chase, Are Captured 
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Globe-Girdling Hunt Has Been on Since April 2 When 
English Fishermen Headed for North Sea; Quintet 
| Refuses To Surrender, So Craft Is Rammed. 


GEORGETOWN, British Guiana, 
June 19.—(#)—Five English fisher- 
men who ran away from Grimsby 
April 2 with the trawler Girl Pat and 
dodged arrest on both sides of the At- 
lantic were held incommunicado in 
jail here tonight. 

Their romantic search for pirate 
gold was at an end. A steamship 
of the British Guiana government 
rammed the Girl Pat and captured the 
defiant five when they refused to sur- 
render, 

Charges of marine theft have been 
placed against the seamen by an agent 
of Lloyds. 


The owners conducted a long and 
often-balked quest for the five, who 
left Grimsby presumably bound for the 
regular fishing grounds in the North 
Sea but instead headed for Spain 
and then down the coast of Africa. 


The boat followed a strange course, 
hurrying from ports before her papers 
could be checked. She went past the 
Salvage islands, where rumors. said 
|Captain Kidd hid a fortune in gold, to 
‘the west coast of Africa. 

Ten days ago she bobbed up in 


South American waters and a new 
search was on. 

The Girl Pat, her fuel gone and ap- 
parently badly in need of food and 
water, anchored yesterday four miles 
off Georgetown beach. icials said 
when a police launch came alongside 
the crew shouted: 

“We're outside the three-mile limit. 
Get out, or we will sink you.” 

Officials went into a hurried con- 
ference with Sir Geoffrey Northcote, 
governor, who asked London for in- 
structions. After this delay, the gov- 
ernment steamship Pomeroon, with 
police aboard, was sent to arrest the 
Girl Pat’s crew. 

When the Pomeroon came alongside 
the “mystery ship” refused to surren- 
der and tried to get away under 
emergency sail. After two and a half 
hours the government ship rammed 
her, the Girl Pat’s tender sunk and 
her bulwarks stove in.

Explanation. 

Dr. Brooks, in explaining Atlanta's 
problems, said: 

“According to figures provided by 
Comptroller B. Graham West, the city 
of Atlanta stands to suffer a loss 
of $778.999 as a result of the amend- 
ment. Nearly all of this loss will 
come from the withdrawal of the right 
to tax intangibles. You must in some 
way replace that huge loss and at 
the same time help the rest of the state 
make up its deficit and thie you will 
have to do through the income and 
sales tates.”

“In Ohio, for example, the cities 
found themselves unable to operate on 
the reduced rates, began to accumulate 
deficits and have issued about $100,- 
000,000 worth of bonds in order to 
fund these deficits This occurred while 
Ohio was under statutory limitations. 

“Cleveland was saved from absolute 
disaster br popular vote which raised 
the limit to 14 mills. : 

“In Indiana, timitation is a thor- 
oughgoing fraud, because the law per- 
mits the limit to be exceeded by pop- 
ular vote in the taxing unit. 

“I do not know of any case where 
limitation has resulted in the actual 
decline of the tota! of taxes collected.”

WASHINGTON, June 19.—(P)—A

They were told, however, the dele- 
gation said, that farmers must be ad- 
judged “destitute” in order to qualify 
for loans and grants. The congress- 
men said they were given little en- 
couragement in their plea for a lib- 
eralization of that rule. 
Tugwell said farmers could receive 
aid only by applying to their local 
representatives of the Resettlement 
Administration.

ting’s all-time greats and rated in- 
vincible amoug present-day fighters, 
was blasted to defeat in an upset that 
simply staggered the fight critics. 

MAX “WASHED UP.” 


Schmeling, 30-year-old veteran and 

one-time heavyweight champion, was 
not supposed to have a chance. They 
said he was “washed up” and no 
match for the dynamic young negro. 
But the only explosion tonight was 
set off by the smashing power of the 
German’s right hand as Schmeling 
gained a fistic triumph comparable to 
Jimmy Braddock’s upset victory for 
the championship just a year ago 
over Max Baer. 
Thus, as a consequence of the ring’s 
two most startling form reversals in 
heavyweight annals, Schmeling won 
the right to fight Braddock for the 
title and the chance to be the first 
man to regain the throne. The Ger- 
man and the Jersey Irishman prob- 
ably will.fight in the Yankee stadium 
this September. 

The collapse of Louis was as com- 
plete as it was shocking to those who 
had all but put him on the pedestal of 
invincibility. From start to finish 
the youthful negro not only failed to 
display his accustomed punching pow- 
er and boxing skill, but his chocolate 
chin was a target for Schmeling’s vic- 
ious right-hand thrusts. 

The fight proved Louis can “take 
it” beyond the palest shadow of doubt, 
for the one-time “bomber” absorbed 
terrific punishment for the better part 


of 12 rounds. 
LOUiS BAFFLED. 


Baffled by the bobbing and weaving 
of the German veteran, balked in most 
of his attempts to penetrate Max a 
crouching defense, Louis was equally 
unsuccessful in trying to block or duck 
the right hands that led to his down- 
fall. 
The negro never recovered from the 
right-hand smash, full to the side 2%

A part-score easily may be a burden 
instead of a blessing. This is par- 
ticularly true when an inexpert team 
has the part-score. If the partners 
stretch their bids to take advantage 
of the score, a sizable penalty may re- 
sult. If, on the other hand, they hold 
splendid fitting cards, they are en- 
tirely too apt to be satisfied with a 
low, “safe contract,” instead of in- 
vestigating slam possibilities. This

In 
fact, his first bid had nothing to rec- 
ommend it, with or without a part- 
score. It is a sound general rule that 
a part-score should have virtually no 
influence on the bidding! Thé excep- 
tion to the rule is that, obviously, 
there is no need to “reach for game.” 
Otherwise, responses should be per- 
fectly normal. pe Ps 

The correct bidding on this hand, 
with and without the part-secore, is: 


South West North East 
ispade Pass 3spades Pass 
4dimds. Pass 4hearts Pass 
5dimds. Pass Snotrp. Pass 
7 spades (final bid.) 

After the trump suit agreement. 


South’s four diamond bid is an ask- 
ing bid. North’s response of four 
hearts shows the heart ace and second- 
round diamond control. South still 
must guard against a diamond loser, 
which he does by inquiring into third- 
round control. (A second asking bid 
in the same suit as the first, provided 
partner did not answer the first with 
a response of four no-trump, ie an 
inquiry for additional control.) Since 
North has only a doubleton king ‘of 
diamonds, automatically assuring 
third-round control, he confirms that 
fact by bidding a corresponding num- 
ber of no-trump. 

Considering that the grand slam 
was absolutely cold, North and South 
hardly could feel satisfied with them- 
selves for stopping at two-odd.
